Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: A new search is required since the new limitation 
is not what was present in claim 45 as Applicant's representative alleges. Applicant's representative is reading into the claims limitations 
that were not present. Claim 45 only required multiple sites of attachment for the drawstring, this does not mean the folded configuration 
was multiple folds. 
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
